The 
reasons for this are said to be the 
excessive amounts of bacon in stor- 
age in Britain, the greater bacon 
production in Britain and Eire, the 
difficulties of shipipimg, and the prob- 
able restoration of rationing so as to 
restrict consumption of imported 
goods,

THE WORLD OF 
WHEAT 


On a reecnt long sea trip on a 
neutral freight ‘boat, I was greatly 
heartened with the evidence abound- 
ing on all sides that the British 
navy rules the seas, I saw with my 
own eyes, day by day, for nearly a 
month, British merchant ships quietly 
transporting goods and products; and 
every few days a British cruiser 
would come along, enquiring where 
we were going, and what we were 
carrying. 

At almost every neutral port that 
we visited, there were to pe seen from 
one to half a dozen German freight 
ships tied up at remote wharfs, or 
anchored in ‘back bays; the officers 
and crews, under armed guard, eat- 
ing out their hearts, in desolate 
despair, and literally consuming their 
cargo, week by week, for part of 
their freight had to be sold every 
so often in order to pay for anchor- 
age and wharfage dues, and in order 
to buy food for the German crews, 

Every person who lived in these 
several foreign countries that I visit- 
ed saw with their own eyes that the 
Allies definitely ruled the seas, and 
the thought struck me, in addition, 
how fortunate we were, in Canada, 
that our agricultural] and other pro- 
ducts could move out in comparative 
saftey to the markets of the world, 
under the protection of this sure 
shield—the British navy, 


On our iwestern prairies we are 
all gravely concerned and rightly s9 
too, about thk export of wheat. In 
other parts of the country they are 
equally concerned about the export 
of fish, fruit, nickle, copper, lead, 
pulpwood, paper and other goods and 
products. 

‘There is one kind of export, how- 
ever, that we do not speak very much 
about, and which I for one believe 
with all my heart basically :zoverns 
the quantity of all those products we 
can export, and from which we now 
make a living. The export to which 1 
have reference to is that of Simple 
Human Goodwill. 

My reading of history convinces mt 
jat all events that many wars might 
have been avoided if the people of 
certain nations had shown a little 
more consideration for those who 
lived in other countries. In other 
words if we would first export Good- 
will, then I for one feel sure the ex- 
port of other products would follow. 

But the goodwill to which I refer 
is only sentiment; it means fundo- 
mentally that we should do nothing 
to help ourselves, if at the the same 
time the plans or policies proposed 
bring suffering upon people who live 
in other countries.
